CunninBlmui, Esq., Secretary for the 
yew. 


Crop reports wcro made by nil present, 


and almost uniformly of this character: 
Wheat good, above the average; jrross 
short; oats late, but promising ; corn 
well up, and growing finely. Tlio gen- 
eral prospect for tho year, not only In 
tliis locality, but throughout the county, 
was looked upon us favorable, if not 
more than ordinarily enooiiraKlng. 


In regard to fruit, all reported apples 


as blossoming sparsely, but peaches will 
be a fair crop. 


Among many things talked about, 


hay-making came up, and tho vlaw ex- 
pressed by the Social a your ago was re- 
affirmed, viz : 


Clover should bo cut when about half 


the howls aro brown, and timothy when 
tho blossoms are dropping; to bo raked 
and heaped the same day, 
and if 
not.

At tlircoo'clock an adjournment took 


place, <ni) the company mile to Iho farm 
of Mr. Wm. Wiblo, two mlloa from 
town, on the Eininitsburg road, whoic 
the balance of the day wai spent very 
pleasantly.

This farm is Iwtter and handsomer 
than wo over gave It credit for, and 
shows marked improvement in Mr.

OBAMHOPPEBI VS. MCC1TS. 


I have carefully read all the argu- 


ments in the above case, especially the 
very interesting letter in your issue of 
the 18th inst., and am obliged, still to 
believe that tho Western scourge is noth- 
ing more than the common grasshopper' 
of our Northern States, and' that the' 
same infliction, differing only In degree, 
has been borne several times with in the 
last fifteen years within as many miles 
of New York city. 


Like your correspondent In KitTisr.s, 


the writer has lived among faimers, 
having spent some thirty odd years of 
his life on a farm in Orange county, 
New York, lie remembers there three 
kinds of so called grasshoppers ; one of 
a bright pea-green color, making a sound 
with his wings or wing-coveis, like that 
of the katydid, excepting that it was a 
prolonged sound Instead of being articu- 
lated ; another, a heavy-Hying 1,'irgo in- 
sect, ol a dirty brown color, with mot- 
tled wings, fond of a sunny day and a 
hot dusty road ; and flnnlly tho regular 
field grasshopper, with his grayish-brown 
back and red legs; capable of a vigor- 
ous hop and a prolonged flight. These 
he has seen flying high in tho air toward 


to gather it. Thcso unexpected confla- 
grations are generally 
credited lo 


tramps who have made the Imy loft tliolr 
sleeping reaort, but it is now assorted 
that such calamities aro frequently duo 
to tho spontaneous combustion of tho 
hay, a circumstance theoretically quito 
possible, hut rarely considered. Abbe 
Moigno, in Lei Monties, gives the fol- 
lowing as tho theory of tho phenomen- 
on : Hay. whon piled damp and is too 
largo masses, ferments and turns durk. 
In decomposing, sulllclont heat is do- 
vulopoil to bo Insupportable whon tho 
hand Is thrust into tho muss, and vapors 
begin to bo eiulttud. When tho water 
is almost entirely evaporated, tho de- 
composition continues, and tho hay be- 
comes carbonized little by little; and 
then the charred portion, like )>eat, pent 
cinders mixed with charcoal, sulphur- 
ous pyrites and llgnltu, etc., bocoinus a 
kind of pyrophorou.i, by virtue of its 
great porosity and ol' tho largo quantity 
of mutter exposed to high oxidation. 
Undor tho influence of air in largo 
amount, this charcoal becomes concen- 
trated on tho surface to such a degree 
that the muss roaohos a temperature 
which results in Us bursting intoflumou.

fectly dry, that It Is woll packed, ami 
that -It is stored In small hoaps ruthor 
than in largo musses.—i'u'«itt/i<j Ameri- 
can.

the Soulh, with their myriad wings 
glistening in tho sun, and setting at 
night upon the fences until they wcro 
covered with thorn. Usually they are 
thinly scattered over tho fields, and do 
no appreciable damage, but sometimes 
they rapidly increase for two or thruo 
.years, until finally they are in such 
numbers as to sweep every green thing 
from the fluid in the shape of grass, 
grain or vegetable. 


When attacking a Hold they nstmlly 


advance from the fence, flying ovor 
each other as pigeons do when a Hock is 
feeding. I have known Holds of grain, 
oats and buckwheat especially, destroy- 
ed. Sometimes TVO have the singular 
bight of a quarter of an acre of buck- 
wheat left in the middle of a large Hold, 
a storm having drifted the invaders bo- 
fore they had quite finished their 
har- 


vest. Corn they injured by eating tho 
leaves, tlio tassel and the silk, busidcs 
gnawing through tho husk into tho car 
itsi'lf, and they mado tho samo noise 
while eating as jour correspondent 


of. After such a visitation, tho 


fences would bo all spotted from their 
having eaten off tho weather-boaton 
portion of the rails, whilo a garment 
left in a field would bo destroyed in n 
single day, 
and even tho hardest ash 


and hickory handles of pitchforks and 
rakes would be plainly marked by thorn. 


These features, I take it, prove the in- 


sects to be the same or similar, and that 
here in the East it was only tho lack of

LOH IT WISDI ASD IJISICM. 


It is estimated that the valuo of pro- 


duce annually raised in this eotmtry is 
$2,600,000,000, of which amount nearly 
or quite one-fifth, or $560,000,000, is lost, 
according to the ^t?iirricn» JVdturaliV, 
fioin the attacks of injurious pl.ints and 
animals. A single campaign of the 
aimy worm cost Iho farmers of eastern 
.Miissiit'husetts $i5(),0(X) worth of gniss. 
Missouri alone loses from 
fifteen to 


twenfy millions annually from insect 
depredations. Tim annual daniago to 
Ihf appleand pear cmp from tho codling 
moth amounts to sevi'i.'tl millions dot' 
lais, and tho work of tho curcuHo in 
(•finally costly. A partial remedy in to 
lio found in a close study of insect hah 
ils, with a view to ascertaining what in- 
sects thi-ro are which hold tho depreda- 
tors in check and destroy them. It Is 
haidly iwssiulo to estimate the. havoc 
•annually wrought by llio grasshoppers 
and the potato beetle for example ; and 
any bird or Insect which would reduce 
such pests would bo a*substantiul bene- 
factor to the farmer. 


As to the ''injurious pl.tnts," or in 


the common vernacular, weeds, the only 
luethod that is feasible is to kill them at 
their very germination by ineaus of 
proper 
agricultural machines. 
Tho 


Gauntry Genllaiutn allirms that the an- 
nual growth of weeds in this country 
amounts to 8,000,000 tons, or enough to 
load a compact train of wagons long 
enough to span the globe. Precisely how 
the Country Gentleman arrives at this 
very definite estimate we aro at a loss to 
determine; but it would certainly lie 
better for the farmer it the weeds were 
actually loaded into the "compact train 
of wagons" referred to, rather than to 
Lave them remain to choke his crops 
and leave an unwelcome legacy of liber- 
ally sown seed for future seasons. 
Farmers have only to consult their own 
experience to realize the extent to which 
tho depredations of weeds and insucts 
are carried, and any measures which 
tend to even partial extirpation of these 
pests are worth tho trying.

liven lioro the lack ol' growth last fall 
must mako this part of the sod less 
valuable, even for plowing under. Add 
to this that tho early cut grass was bent 
for hay, and it makes a strong case for 
early cutting. It is equally important 
for clover, and indeed unless clover is 
kept very closely cut or pastured the 
second season, so as to prevent Us seed- 
ing, it is rarely worth kcoping for gmss 
the third year.

In OHO case In But- 
ler county, Pennsylvania, ruporlod to 
tho Department ol' Agriculture, a soc- 
tlon of thin, gravelly laud, on which it 
was thought no one could secure a de- 
cent living, camo Into the possession of 
Gorman immigrants at nominal rates. 
They cleared off tho brush, plowed, cut- 
tivatod, turned under green crops ; 
saved every fertilizing material avalla. 
ble ; never duplicated a crop in live or 
six years rotation, and that tract is now 
a garden, and from worthlessriess has 
advanced to the value of $100 per acre, 
and is yearly becoming more productive.
